Both men, in a forenoon appear- 
before the committee in pub- 
hearings, had said they would 
sell the disputed stocks, although 
Stevens strongly protested that 
he should not be asked to sell 
holdings in his family's textile 
firm, J. P. Stevens Co. 
Unanimous Votes for Two. 


Hunt said the committee voted 
unanimously to recommend pee 
the Senate confirm Stevens 
Anderson but tlat Senator Kefau- 
ver (Dem.), Tennessee, voted 
against Talbott. 


Stevens and Talbott were called 
into a closed-door session of the 
committee shortly before the vote. 

Stevens was told theh the com- 
mittee felt he should dispose of 
the textile stock. He left the Sen- 
ate Office Building, after telling 
reporters there was nothing he 
could say.

Co., a major supplier of textiles 
to the army.

Saltonstall said that in the 
meantime, before Stevens dis- 
poses of the stock, he is to dis- 
qualify himself with respect to 
any business done by the Depart- 
ment of Defense with th eStevens 
company. 

Senator Kefauver said he had 
voted against the nomination of 
Talbott betause he had not had 
“opportunity to study certain re- 
ports and records further.” 

He said that he might support 
the nomination when it reaches 
the Senate floor but did not feel 
he ‘was sufficiently informed in 
respect to certain matters to vote 
for confirmation at this time.

Talbott said he would sell or 
give away all of his stock and 
financial holdings, except a 6% 
per cent share in the Talbott 
corporation, which he described 
as “a family holding corporation” 
of about “25 stockholders who 
are my mother’s children or 
grand children.”

BERLIN, Jan. 29 (AP)—West 
Germany’s supreme court today 
upheld the acquittal of a student 
duelist, ruling that it is a tradi- 
tional sport and not a punishable 
crime. 

The Supreme Court’s fifth 
chamber reached this decision in 
the case of Wilfried von Studnitz, 
who admitted fighting three 
sword duels with fellow students. 

Judge Werner Sarstedt declared 
today such affairs are not punish- 
able as long as the duellists are 
adequately protected against dan- 
gerous wounds. A student fight- 
er’s vital organs, nose, eyes and 
neck are protected. The fore-

ITALY’S BUDGET SEEKS CUT 
OF 60 PER CENT IN U.S. AID 


ROME, Jan. 29 (AP)—lItaly’s 
government proposes to get 
along with 60 per cent less 
American aid next year. 


A tentative budget,, sent by the 
cabinet te the legislature today 
for debate, calls for 50 billion 
lire ($80,000,000) of United States 
help, as compared with 120 bil- 
lion lire ($190,000,000) to be re- 
ceived in the fiscal year which 
ends June 30. 

The budget calls for a total ex- 
penditure equivalent to $3,440,- 
000,000 but provides for income 
of only $2,800,000,000. The ex- 
penditure total is $40,000,000 
more than is allotted for the cur- 
rent year.

“The trouble with Mr. Saigh,”

that he never understood the true 
philosophy of fiduciary returns.

A trial did not occur because the case was 
settled out of court, the Barrett group paying 
Holzman a sum estimated up to $18,000. Thus 
Robert Barrett and his associates in effect never 
have cleared themselves of the charge that they 
conspired to gain control of the company.

THIS FATHER WANTED TO KNOW which one we 
thought was right. He, or the teacher. Should his son defend 
himself, or should he run in and tell the teacher. 

This is a hard question to answer. We'd be interested 
to know what some of you think about it. There may be no 
one correct answer which holds good at all times. 

We're inclined to think if teachers do make such a rule 
as no fighting in the school yard, then it is their responsibility 
to supervise the play pretty closely to see that, so far as is 
humanly possible, all the children “play fair.” 

In our experience, it is the boy who can stand up for 
himself who is able to keep out of fights. But to demonstrate 
that he can stand up for himself, it rather seems that some- 
times a little preliminary fighting has to take place.
